I wish it were 
so. 
A g »od looking Jew was considered 
the fool of the family, which is conso­ 
lation f >r some of us.

Welssenfels. 
Traveling iii those d a y s —200 years ago 
—was tedious and expensive*, and Dr. 
Handel did not desire to be delayed 
with the care of an “ infant” during a 
Journey which the dem ands of a re­ 
sponsible profession 
would probably 
make as short as possible. 
But Hie future giant of music would 
go. lie cried, bellowed and eventually 
ran along the road after the vehicle, 
until tlx* tender feelings of the doctor 
could r e f u s e no longer. In an evil mo­ 
ment for his jurisprudence scheme lie 
took Hie child with him. 
No soone r did the little fellow reach 
the lineal residence than he gave rein 
to ids fancy on the keys of every in­ 
strument flint he found open. The re­ 
markable music that cam e from the 
finger tips of tile child’s hands was 
soon tin* object of w onder and conver­ 
sation throughout the palace, and all 
tiffs was intensified when he secured 
un opportunity of touching tin* keys of 
the chancel organ within the hearing 
of the duke. 
Stn’li a throb started from that chap­ 
el organ when little Handel's tendriled 
fingers chose tin* keys, and the soul of 
the duke was touched as it never had 
been touched before truly a m om en­ 


t o u s occurrence, since but for it H a n ­ 
del’s sacred music might never have 
been written. 
The duke’s attention having been nr- 
restod, lit* inquired of Dr. Handel con­ 
cerning Hie child’s f u t u r e , and eventu­ 
ally succeeded in placing him for three 
years* study under Zachnu. t h o organ­ 
ist of Hallo cathedral. This w a s the lie 
ginning of Handel's musical education.

Well known Brainerd Citizen, but of 


Late of Glendive 


The following regarding the death 
anti life of Joseph Schryver, a former 
resident of this city, is taken from the 
Woodstock, ill., Sentinel: 
‘•Joseph Schryver, a brother of Mrs. 
Viny Brin k of this city, and a former 
resident of Dorr township, passed away 
rom this life at his home in Glendive, 
Montana, Friday, Nov. IT. 
Mr. Schry- 
er’s health hat! been very poor since 
his wife’s death last January, being 
troubled with heart disease which was 
the cause of his death. 
“ The funeral services were held the 
following Monday in tho 
Methodist 
Episcopal church in that city, and was 
attended by a large number of sorrow- 
ng friends. 
The floral offerings con 
tributed by tho employes of the N orth­ 
ern 
Pacific railroad and ladies of the 
Maccabees were magnificent. 
A t the 
cemetery three volleys were tired over 
his gravo by Company I. of the state 
militia, and the bugler sounded taps. 
‘The deceased was born in Greens- 
borough, N. Y., in 1832. 
A t the age of 
l l years he removed with his parents to 
Illinois and settled on a farm near 
Ridgefield in M cHenry county. 
In 1854 
he was married to Miss Em ily Blakesly, 
and four years afterwards they removed 
to Iowa where they lived until 1860 
when they again moved to Brainerd, 
Minn. 
In the spring of 1862 Mr. S ch ry ­ 
ver enlisted in Company D, Brackett 
battalion, and when his term expired EeT 
enlisted in Company C, Minnesota vol­ 
unteers, and served with distinction 
during the rest of the war. 
“ For twenty-eight years they lived in 
Minnesota, removing to Glendive, Mon­ 
tana, in 1888. 
Mr. Schryver was an em 
ploye of the Northern Pacific for twenty- 
six years, and enjoyed to an unusual de­ 
gree tho confidence of his employers. 
The children now living are Mrs. M. S. 
Young and F. J. Schryver of Glendive, 
Montana; L. M. Schryver of the Indian 
Territory: Mrs. T. W .
